Dr. Gailor has been slow to make up 
his mind as to what he should do. 
What a less earnest or more worldly 
man might have decided at once, he has 
considered carefully and prayerfully,, un- 
certain in his own mind just what was his 
plain duty. 

The work of building up the university 
of the south to which he has devoted the 
energies of his strong and splendid man- 
hood, has been a labor of great love with 
Dr. Gailor. This he has always regarded 
as the great work of his life. He loves the 
university, and great has been the good 
which he has done the institution. 

But it has been shown him that the dio 
dose of Georgia needs a man of his stamp.

THE CHARLESTON HEARD FROM. > 


Cruiser at Callao. 

Wasntveton, May 27.—The navy depart- 
ment today received its first news from the 
Charleston since she left Acapulco, Mexico, 
the first of last week in continued pursuit of 
the Itata. When the vessel failed to touch at 
Panama within the time expected, the depart- 
ment said that it was very probable it had 
been decided to keep straight on down the 
coast, and that the Charleston would first be 
heard from at some Peruvian point. His pre- 
diction was fulfilled, fox the port at which the 
Charleston announced her arrival is Callao, 
Peru. The whereabouts of the Itata are as far 
from being known as before the Charleston 
was heard from, for Captain Remey, her com- 
mander, reported that he had seen nothing of 
the Itata on his cruise down the coast. The 
Charleston will join the squadron under Ad- 
miral McCann in Chilian waters, and it is 
surmised that a report will at no very distant 
day come thence announcing the peaceful sur- 
render by the insurgents of the elusive crait,

The Discovery Made by the Grand Jury at 
New Orleans. 

New ORLEAns, May 27.—The grand jury 
bas found an indictment against McCrystal 
and Cooney, two of O’Malley’s assistants, for 
attempting to bribe a juror.

A TALK WITH BARON HIESCH 


In Regard to the Expulsion of Jews from 
Russia. 7 

Paris, May 27.—Baron Hirsch, in an inter- 
view today with an Associated Press corre- 
spondent, in regard to his plans for the amelio- 
ration of the condition of the Hebrews in Rus- 
sia, said : 7 

“The measures now enforced against 
Hebrews in Russia are equivalent to the whole- 
sale expulsion of the race from the Russian 
empire: This fact does not appear to me to be 
altogether a misfortune for the Russian 
Hebrews. The worst thing that could happen 
to them would be to continue, for 
an indefinite peroid, the wretched ex- 
istence which they have hitherto led in 
crowded narrow streets without any hope of 
improving their condition in the future. This 
state of affairs has reduced them to a condition 
incompatible with the dignity of human beings, 
The only means of improving their condition 
is to transport them to other countries, where 
they may enjoy the same rights as the people 
among whom they live. They will then cease 
to be pariahs and will become citizens. 

„What is going on in Russia today may be a 


Therefore, while we are filled with horror at 
the atrocities committed, let us hope to derive 
from them some advantage for the unfortunate 
victims of oppression and facilitate their ex- 
patriation, which is their only means of salva 
tion. | 

“Tt is true that the Hebrews lived and 
labored for ages in the Russian empire, and 


that they have consequently uired an in- 
contestible right to the soil on 2 er 18 
oes 


but this is a matter of pure theory, an 
not prevail in the slightest degree against the 
indomitable will of a government like that of 
Russia, which is persuaded that the Hebrews 
ought not to be tolerated within the limits of 
the empire, and that their presence there is 
literally a desecration of the soil in that 
country. This is the deep-seated conviction 
which exists among Russian statesmen. 
conviction does not arise merely from race 
antipathies, but is based upon religious belief. 
In proof of this, it may be mentioned that dis- 
senters from the orthodox faith are liable to 
measures analagous to these now enforced 
with such rigor against the Hebrews, though 
of a less violent nature. 

“In the presence of this principle of exclu- 
siveness transformed into a dogma’, in my 
opinion, all endeavors to moderate the resolu-

Eugene Kelly Ahead of the Men with the 
Injunction. 


New Yors, May 27.—[{Special.}—On peti- 
tion of William Lane O'Neill, Eugene Kelly, 
treasurer of the Irish home rule funds raised 
by Dillon and O’Brien in this country, was to- 
day served with an injunction to restrain him 
from sending the money to Justin McCarthy.

If we were to retaliate.and call upon these

The Democratic Party and Silver. 

Editor Walsh, in his remarkable disquisi- 
tions on the free coinage issue, seems to 
have plunged head over heels into a tangle 
from which it is difficult to extricate him. 
In one of his editorials, entitled Free Sil- 
vera Fraud,’’ he compares silver coin to 
wildcat bank bills, and says that free coin- 
age isas dangerous as the free and unlim- 
ited issue of irredeemable promises to pay. 
It is sad to seeagood man go so utterly 
astray in his views, and it becomes our duty 
to set him right so far asa presentation of 
facts will have that effect. It must be ap- 
parent, however, to all who take a serious 
and thoughtful interest in this matter that 
when a man persuades himself that the issue 
of silver coin bears any relation whatever to 
the issue of irredeemable bank bills, his 
case is well nigh hopeless. 

Editor Walsh remarks that the demoeratic 
party got straight on the financial plank in 
1876, and has been straight ever since.’’ 
We may remark that the democratic party 
has never been otherwise than straight on 
the silver question. From 1792 to 1876, 
and from 1876 to 1891, it has always been 
in favor of the free coinage of gold and sil- 
ver—‘‘the-money of the constitution, to 
quote from the platform of 1884—and has, 
therefore, always been straight on the finan- 
cial question. The remark of Editor 
Walsh, however, to the effect that the party 
got straight on the financial plank in 1876, 
and has been straight ever since,’’ is equiv- 
alent to stating that before 1876 the party 
was crooked or wrong. If the party wasn’t 
crooked it couldn’t get straight in 1876, so 
that the statement at once assumes interest, 
At what period, prior to 1876, was the 
democratic party wrong on the silver ques- 
tion, and how? We trust that Editor 
Walsh will be able to find time in the midst 
of his arduous labors to shed some light on 
this subject. His statement will bear a good 
deal of illumination. If he can show that 
the democratic party was ever wrong on the 
silver question at any time—if he can show 
that it has ever endorsed the republican 
scheme of demonetization successfully car- 
ried outin 1873, or that it has ever opposed 
the policy of remonetization, which is em- 
bodied in the demand for the restoration of 
silver to its old place in our curreney—if he 
can do this, he will be able to settle the 
whole question without further controversy. 


Advice from Ingalls. 

The letter of ex-Senator Ingalls, read 
before the meeting of the republican editors 
of Kansas, shows that he is still ambitious 
to be a leader in the sense of being an office 
holder, In order to show that he has all 
the qualifications of a leader, he strikes the 
cheap and commonplace attitude of a po- 
litical prophet, and proceeds to deliver him- 
self. Stripped of the rhetorical vociferous- 
ness which characterizes all his utterances, 
Ingalls gives the republicans some very 


sound advice; and yet it is advice which 


they dare not follow. 


He tells the republicans that if they are 


to succeed they must deal with the issues of 
today, dnd not with memories and emotions. 
This is the advice of a man who knows 
there is something running in the weeds 
when he sees their tops a-shaking. It is 
good advice, but the republican party can no 
more follow it than it can dispense with the 
services of its corrupt leaders. Mr. Ingalls 
himself is only a recent convert to the com- 
mon seiise view which he proclaims to the 
assembled republican editors of his state, 
and his conversion was brought about. by an 
event in his career which shook him out of 
his place in the senate. It is natural, there- 
fore, that he should have a very lively ap- 
preciation of the necessity for reform in the 
republican policy. 

But the republican party cannot esca 
from its sectionalism as Mr. Ingallé did from 
his, nor can it readjust its policy so as to 
conform to the changed views of the people 
on economic and financial issues, 
its sectionalism at this time is to acknowl- 
edge that its whole southern policy is fool- 
ish, fruitless and unstatesmanlike, and that 
its efforts to keep alive the memories and 
the emotions of the war period were un- 
wholesome and unpatriotic. Does Mr. In- 
galls suppose that the republican leaders, 
who have never yet tasted of the bitterness 
of defeat, will be willing to admit that the 
democratic attitude on the so-called south- 
ern question is the correct one?

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TEEDAY BY PLAINTIFS. 


The Testimony Showed that There Was No 
Objection to Its Being Taken—Other 


The case of the Atlanta Glass Company 
against the Rome Fire Insurance Company, 
to which allusion was made in Tue ConstTi- 
TUTION of yesterday, after the examination of 
several witnesses, was dismissed by the plain- 
tiff. 

The “missing policy’ was found, and fully 
accounted for. 

It appeared that for reasons perfectly satis- 
factory to Mr. Berry, he was not disposed to 
deny Mr. Torbett’s right to the possession of 
the policy after the fire which destroyed the 
glass factory. 

This policy had never been delivered to any 
agent or officer of the glass » had 
never been accepted by them as standing in 
the place of the Niagara policy, and was 
issued by Mr. Torbett, as the agent of the 
Rome company, under an entire misappre- 
hension as to the facts. Under these circum 
stances Mr. Berry did not even protest against 
the resumption of possession of the document 
by Mr. Torbett. He saw Mr. Torbett take it, 
and playfully asked, at the time, What are 
you doing? 

Any impression which might result from 
the notice of yesterday morning, to the effect 
that Mr. Torbettin any way surreptitiously 
obtained possession of the policy, Was not in- 
tended. All that he did was 2 and with 
the full knowledge and implied acquiesence 
of Mr. Berry. hen these facts are all fully 
disclosed, together with the further facts that 
Torbett, under a like misapprehension, had 
issued the policy to “the Atlanta Glass 
Factory” instead of the Atlanta Glass Com- 
pany, the plaintiff dismissed its case.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


: Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—The stock market today 
Was even more lifeless than that of yesterday, but on 
the whole there was if anything a better feeling in the 
street anda firmer tone to trading, while the ship- 
ments of gold have not ceased, as evidenced by a lot 
which went outthis morning, and further engage- 
ments today, and a material decrease in the amount 
sent; gives strength to the general impression that 
there will be but little more sent out. The operators, 
however, are not disposed to take any risks in the pre- 
mises, and speculation lags, the dullness at times today 
being equal to anything in that line during the mid- 
summer, while fluctuations were ona strict parity 
with the amount of business done. The only interest 
in the market at present is the operations of cliques in 
St. Paul and Rock Island, but even these stocks were 
stagnant today, and displayed a marked decrease in 
the amount of business transacted, while their fluc- 
tuations were on an equally limited scale. The feat- 
ures of trading today, however, were Wabash pre- 
ferred and Cordage. The upward movement begun in 
the former yesterday was continued, and the stock 
reached 23';, starting at 22. Among the specialties, 
Mobile and Obio showed some strength, but advanced 
only fractionally, and while the pricesin the general 
list were held at a shade above those of last evening, 
all animation was in half a dozen stocks, and St. Paul 
and Wabash preferred were the only ones showing any 
real activity. The opening was made at figures from 
6 to Js per cent higher than those of last evening, and 
the continued covering of shorts soon forced a frac- 
tional advance over the entire list in the early trading. 
In this movement, however, Wabash preferred was the 
only prominent feature, and while St. Paulanda few 
others were quite as active for the time being, there 
was little orno featureinthe trading, with the ex- 
ceptions noted. The upward movement, however, 
came to an end when the demand from shorts was sat- 
isfied, and in the afternoon the course of prices was 
again downward.
